3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
references of record is the patents to Schwabe (6,363,523 and 6,687,898) and the 
publication to Schwabe (2004/0073894). However, neither reference teach or suggest 
the features of converting instructions in a chain of instructions to a wider base when at 
least one operand carries the potential for overflow beyond a second base and when an 
operator is sensitive to overflow in which the chain is bounded by a second instruction 
and a third instruction that is the source of potential overflow associated with at least 
one operand and the third instruction having been previously optimized.
